Evaluation of AELUNG 


1. AELUNG served as an indigenous instructor under the under- 
signed for Project AEROOT from l6 October 1953 until lS April 1954. 

It is to be noted that he had been on duty with the same project since 
its inception, however, not under the supervision of the undersigned. 
Consequently, this evaluation would only cover the period 16 October 
1953—18 April 1954/ 

2. Basically, AELUNG is a research type o f individual who would 
prefer a desk to a compass, entrenching tool and lock-picking kit. 

As such, obviously, tie has his definite value within a training unit. 

This capability and preference should, however, be known to the officer 
in charge so that the utmost benefit may be gained from it. AELUNG is 
very meticulous in keeping all sorts of records such as schedules, train- 
ing progress, and writing reports; he is also a good instructor in the. 
more academic subjects such as current reality (but not operational 
arrangements within current reality), communism, Estonian history, etc.

3. Should AELUNG be involved in another Estonian training unit, 
he should be made to understand from the outset that he is a special- 

_r£^^.ized instructor and analyst and that he has no additional responsible 
y, y ^ ities or obligations (moral or otherwise) than those definitely assigned 
him. The reason for this is the fact that, being an Estonian (and a 
tf ’ " jy . former General Staff officer who served in Estonian Intelligence), he 
feels an inherent sense of responsibility and moral obligation to his 
' ; -v native country and people. As a result, he tends to interfere in mat- 

' Alters which are beyond his field of responsibility (and competence) to 
>• a point where he actually begins to question our authority to deal 

freely in matters 00 vitally pertinent to his county. This, obviously, 

^ is not derogatory as far as the interests of Estonia are concerned; 

however, it does complicate our attempts in mounting an unencumbered FI 
operation. "
